BOLSHEVISM IN RUSSIA. 
THE ROAD TO COLLAPSE. 


{FROM 4 CORRESPONDENT TO ‘‘ THR DAILY 
TELRGRAPH.”") 

Bolshevism has made rapid progress in 
Russin since the signing of the armistice, 
thanks largely to the collapse of the Ger- 
iman Empire, which encouraged the Bol- 


Jaboviks to redouble their offorts. Their 


persistent propaganda, as it now appoars, 
was assisted by the Germans themselves, 
who were quite ready to run the risk of 
being involved in the flood if, by play- 
ing with Bolshovism, they could sond it 
en its way westward, During the last 
two months there has beon time for con- 
siderable organisation of the Bolshevik 
Government. Russia bos been divided 
into four Federal Republics :— 


(1- —Commune of the North. 
'2.)—Commune of the West. 
—Central Commune. 

4.)--Communai of the Voiga. 


The first is compoéed of the Govern- 
ments of Petrograd’, Archangel, Viatka, 
Vologda, part of the Government of 
Pskov, Novgorod, Toberepovetz, and 
Olonetz; the second comprises the Gov- 
ernments of Vitebsk, Smolensk, and 
Pskov; the third the Governments of 
Moscow, Orel, Koursk, Touls, Tver, 
Nijni-Novgorod, Voronege; the fourth 
those of Kazan, Simbirek, Saratov, and 
Porm. 

Each town is provided with its Council 
of Deputies and its Commission for fight- 
ing counter-rovolution, sabotage, and 
speculation. Each district, besides, has 
ita Council of Deputies (Sovdep) and its 
Extroordinary Commission. These in- 


stitutions direch al local affairs, but they 
are all subject to tha authority of the 
Central Executive Commit which sits 
at Moscow. Tho Pan-Russian Extra 
ordinary Cominission against oounter- 
rovolution, otc., also sits at Moscow, The 
members of these bodies are supposed to 
be clected by tho Pon-Russian Congress 
of workmen, ts,. Red Guards, 
sailors, and Cossack deputies; foreign 
affairs are under the exclusive manage- 
ment of Georgo Chiteherin. The Cen- 
tral Committeg is com as follows :— 

Lenin, President; Trotsky, Military 
and Noval Commissary;  Chitcheri 
Foreign Affairs; Spiez, Gomumiseary 
Labour ; Podrovski Interior (ox-Profes- 
sor of History at Moscow); Lounatchar- 
ski, Education; Nevaki, Commissary of 
Roads and Communications (a former 
engincer at the Ministry); Ulianova 
(Lenin’s wife), Social Assistant; 
BStoutchka, Justice (formerly a Deputy 
of tho Petrograd Tribunal); Tziouroupa, 
Minister of Food; Bonteh-Brouevi 7 
Business Manager.

(Siberian) to Mr. W. A. Apploton,

1 seo that a general election ig on. I 
wonder where I come in. It is impos- 
sible for me to move from herg now.

THE SOVIET IN THE SCHOOL. 


A German schoolmaster who was teach- 
ing in a Russian gymnasium (high school) 
contributes to the Grenzbaten some in- 


-lorenting details of his experionces undor 


the Bolshevik régime. At first che ad 
vent of Lenin to power brought no change 
in the life of the school,but presently it 
wus announced that freedom of specch 
and of assembly was to be introduced 
for both boys and girls. With this object 
the educational management of the dis: 
trict eniled a meeting of the scholara. 
These at once demanded the abolition of 
al] contre) by the teaching staff outside 
netual class hours, and liberty to smoke 
both in the streets und in the  school- 
The more moderate of the boys 
and girls, however, said they would be 
satisfied if o special smoking-room was 
allotted for the upper clagses, It was 
alsy demanded that class teachers should 
be lected by the pupils, that unpopular 
teaoncrs should be dismissed, and tbat 
the scholars should have a voieo in de 
termining the curriculum. 

After thia general gathering, every 
schoo! had a mecting all to itself, and 
saon the wadls <f the classrooms and cor 
ridors were stuck all over with manifes 
tocs and appetls ef the most varicd 
charactor, The wachers wero not allowed 
to interfere with these juvenile politics, 
and at onc gymnasium the reom in which 
the pupils held their mectings was guard- 
ed by sentrics with rifles and revolvers. 
In another school the waching staff pro- 
tested against the mockery of its autho- 
rity hy a strike, 

The meetings of pupils wore followed 
by gatherings of parents, who were aaked 
to elect delogutes to attend the instruc. 
tion and sec that everything was done in 
accordance with their wishes. Next the 
schoo! servants wire given a right of 
control as “representatives of the 
people,” with the title of ' councillor." 

one of the teaching staff could draw 
salary or go on leave without the signa- 
ture of two of these ‘ school councillors.” 
Ata girls’ gymnasium the head mistress 
waa repla by a servant, and the olasa 
mistress by charwomen. Finally ao 
deorce was promulgated dismissing all 
teuchers on duly Ist.

THE EUGENIC MARRIAGE, 


5 NOBWAY’S NEW LAW. 

Some interesting details are given by 
the British Medical Journal of the new 
marriage law which came into force in 
Norway at the beginning of this year, 
In some of ita provisions it represents 
the boldest attempt to put into practice 
cugenic principles. It lays down, among 
its numerous provisions, that no man 
under 20, and no woman under 18, may 
marry without the consent of the authori- 
ties. Birth and baptism cortificates must 
be produced before the banns are pub- 
lished, aod, undor certain condition! 
contracting parties may be required 
to show that they have not been insane. 
Both must declare in writing that they 
are not auffering from epilepsy, leprosy, 
or any venereal disease in an infectious 
form. In the alternative tho subjech of 
any of these diseascs must prove that the 
other party to the marriage contract id 
cogninant of the fact, and that both 
parties have beon instructed by a doctor 
as to the dangers of the dieonse in quos-. 
tiun. Tha doctor concerned is not to be 
tied by professional secrecy, ond is bound 
to interfor if he knows that any ono o: 
those discuses is boing concoale sithor| 
side. A written declaration must, al 
bo given by the oandidates' for marringo 
na to provious marriages and to children 
orn to out of wedlock. Tha mar- 
ringo muy be nullifiodfi if it ia eubsoquently 
proved that insanity or any of tho abovo 
disonses beve been conooaled, or if nn 
inettrablo morbid condition, incompatible 
with marriod lifo, oxists. Dissolution of 
tho marriogo may also bo olaimod if faley 
declarations have or obstacles 
concedled, and for various other enuscn. *

Marie, was as follows :— 

I havo much ploasure to record the fact 
that ninco the achool has moved into ite 
new premises, its activities ond the num- 
ber of pupils bas steadily increased. In 
1017, the year of its removal, the highest 
number on the rolls was 164. In 1918, the 
maxituwuin was 175, and the rate of in- 
creases has since further appreciated, the 
actual number of scholars on the registora 
for 1919 being 190. 

Mr, F. Ralphs, Inspector of English 
Schools, carried out his usual annual 
inspection in June last, He reported on 
the achool-roome as being very spacious, 
well-furnished, and in every way suitable. 
His report of the discipline wos very 
good, and the same commendation was 
applied in all the classes to that very 
important subject, the English language ; 
the reading and conversation being very 
good, and the recitation, in some cases, 
exceptionally good and much above the 
average. The special class for Chinese 
girls beginning the English language is 
atil] in o flourishing condition, and now 
counts 25 pupils. 

The written work throughout the school 
waa found to bo ‘very good and ogain 
showed an improvement on the previous 
year, As a result of the inspection of 
tho school, the highest grant was again

owarded. 

In accordance with Government re- 
quirements, a medical inspection of the 
school and of the pupils was conducted 
by Dr. 8. Strahan, who reported tho 
pupils to be in very good health and the 
sanitary conditions of the buildings 
excellent. 

Candidates from the higher classes wero 
presented for tho Oxford focal and Hong- 
kong University examinations, and 10 of 
the girls obtained certificates. 

The results of the elementary shorthand 
examinations have just arrived from 
England, and the 10 pupils presented: 
have all passed and obtained cortificates. 
A very useful nequisition was made by 
the school during the past yeur, in the 
form of two very good type-writers, which 
enable those of the pupils who desire it 
to acquire a knowledge of that important 
art. 

The Lugard Scholarship has been won 
this year by Miss Doris Windebank, who 
pasted the Oxford Preliminary examina. 
tion as an under-age candidate. Besides 
the ordinary school work, the pupils have 
taken a keen interest in war work, giving 
willing help, in several directions.

I fear that the answer to this question 
is that as long as the submarine remains 
a weapon of war we Must continue in 
grave danger To put aside minor 
experiments, the submarine is only some 
thirty years old. My purpose here is to 
suggest that for the good of mankind and 
for the especial good of island peoples 
it should live no qonger, The League of 
Nations will do its work ill if it does not 
order the destruction of all submarines 
and rule that no muro bo built for any 
purpose whatsoever.

The submarine, let us remember, is still 
in its technical infancy. No very effec. 
tive submarine was made until about 1900, 
only fourteen years before the war began. 
During the war development was rapid, 
but ascieucc can andoubtedly do much 
more for submarine navigation if scienec 


is given the unholy chance. 


POSSIBILITIES UF DEVELUPMENT. 


Bigger and bigger submarines, more 
and more powerful mines would succeed 
each other in rapid succession. 
year would see the conception and 
development of improvements in sub- 
marine attack and submarine defence. It 
is a thing of limitless possibilities. Mer- 
chant craft, of course, would have to 
undergo special modifications, They 
would probably ‘have to become submers- 
ible, and therefore much dearer to build 
and to man. That would mean high 
Treights and dearer commoditics. 

There are those who think that we can 
attain (o self-containment in Britaio. It 
is an idle dream, Nature has not been 
very kind to us in respect of soil and 
opulation de- 
mands an ever-increasing fiow of importa, 
British wealth is based upon British cdal 
working on imported materials. A self- 
contained Brftain is a practical impossi- 
bility. We must not forget that we have

{to provide for an ever-increasing popula- 


tion. 

And there is the life side of the pro- 
blem. It is a dreadful form of death 
which science has inflicted on men through 
the submarine.

DEADLY DANGER. 


Lam told, bat I will not believe it, that 
there are some naval authorities who 
desire to see the submarine perpetuated— 
who are averse from the proposal that all 
submarines should be destroyed and uo 
more made anywhere in the world. If 
such there be let the public know their 
reasons, What argument can be adduced 
to maintain in the world a deadly danger 
which is especially a menace to a tiny 
island with a gigantic population ? 

Either the submarine musb disappear 
after a brief discreditable history, or the 
world passes on to new chapters of horror 
bought at the price of constant and un- 
availing sacrifice in peace. The freedom 
of the seas would indoed be a meaningless 
phrazo in a world infosted—it is the only 
jest word—by tens of thousands of under.

RADIO-TELEGRAPBY. 
POST-WAR PROSPECTS. 


[BY THE '' DAILY TELEGRAPH'S" ENGINFERLNG! 
CORIESPONDENT. | 

The growth of etheric commanication 
from an interesting laburatory  exneri- 
ment to a euccessful and rapidly expand 
ing commercial enterprise in the space, 
of little more than twenty Fears has com- 
pelled enginerrs to face the volution of a 
number of novel and difficult problems. 
Mauy of the special difficultios have been 
already overcome, but it is easily seen 
thai radio-tetegraphic engineering ix not 
yeb in its final stage of development, and 


the near future may witness great strides 
in the progress of this subject . 

The war hag naturally given 4 consider 
able impetus to construction and research, 
but the most important results must re 
main undisclosed for some time. How. 
ever, by considering ‘the facts which have 
been made public, and the general trend 
of development before hostilities broke 
cut, it is possible to form some idea of 
the nature and extent of the advanges 
which will occur as soon aa the restric. 
tions at present in force are retoved. 
So far as the large high-power trang- 
mitting stations are concerned, there will 
undoubtedly be an increase in the normal 
working range and. in the speed of opera: 
tion. ‘Two months ago it was announced 
that definite signals had been received in 
Australia sent from the large station in 
North Wales, and this was not ‘' freak 
reception for special messages were subse. 
quently despatched by Mr. Hughes and 
Sir Jogeph Cuok. ‘his establishes a 
record in wireless signalling, as the dis- 
tance covered is 12,000 miles, and it is 
evident that there will soon be no spot 
on the surface of the earth which cannot 
be put into communication “with a suffi- 
ciently powerful station. 

‘The crowning achievement of thus 
signalling round the globe is rpbably 
rue rather to im provements in the sensi- 
tiveness of receiving devices than to any 
increase in the power of the transmitting 
station, The thermionic valve is rapidly 
replacing other apparatua for the recep 
tion of electric waves, and the possibili- 
ties of future development ure very great 
indeed. Types of valve and special 
schemes of connections for regenerative 
and cascade working aro being produced 
in bewildering cumbers, and the effect on 
commercial wireless traffio. will 
astounding. One result of the large in- 
crease in sensitiveness will be the reduc- 
tion in current in the antenne, As one 
of the inost important matters mow caus- 
ing concern to radio-engineers is the large 
energy loss taking place in the antenna 
and the carth connection, any reduction 
of the afitenna current for a given range 
will raise the efficiency of operation, ft 
will also be possible to send’ messages by 
day which would usually have to 
reserved for the more favourable hours of 
darkness, when the range of the sending 
station is greatly increased. 


DAMPED VERSUS CONTINUOUS WAVES. _ 

At the present time the comparative 
merits of damped and continuous waves 
for wirelesa transmission are being 
earnestly discussed, and it appears to be 
genorally believed that in the future con- 
tinuous wave systems are likely to prove 
more satisfactory. The special difficul- 
ties encountered in endeavouring to raise 
the speed of transmission in damped wave 
systems have been vory cleverly dealt 
with, and large currents are successfully 
interrupted at high speed without any 
blurring of the signals. This is accom: 

lished by relay-operated pneumatic 

levices . 

The problem is much simpler vith con- 
tinuous wave circuits, and ‘in this case 
the limiting. factor in raising the speed 
of sending is more likely to be the tima 
constant of the antenna circuit. The 
other iruportant advantages of the con. 
tinuous wave system are the reduced 
‘strain on the insulation, the absence of 
losses in spark gaps, adaptability to 
radio-telephony, and the morc satisfac: 
tory use of “beat” methods of reception 

ith a valve or tone wheel, which are 
very censitive and less affected by atmo: 
spheric disturbances. . . 

It is impossible to decide yet which 
particular method of developing continu- 

us oscillations will prove most efficient, 
But thore are five distinct devices pro- 
posed, and four of these are actually in 
operation in largg stations. The Poulsen 
are generator is used at Tuckerton, New 
Jersey, and at Darien, on the Isthmus 
of Panama, while a new naval station 
at Cavite, in the Philippine Islands, is 
being fitted with a 350 kilowatt are set.
